.fditpr-in-chief of the Varsity, 
was made public by Elliot 
Auger, Commissioner of Pub- 
lications,, in a brief announce- 
ment. Th» announcement followed 
dose on th* Itoels of Cochrane's resign 
nation on Oéteber 31st when his edi- 
torial policy failed to please the.mem. 
bent of the Students Administrative 
Oouncil.' The resignation is effective 
in two weeks. 

Replacing Cochrane as editor-in- 
chief is Martin B. Loeb, who will be in 
chars*' of, the paper temporarily, his 
term being tentatively placed at two' 
weeks. Latest indications are that the 
ctsff of the Varsity as a whole will 
rebel' against the retention of Loeb, 
rti-.d will picket the university press, 
if he is retained after the two week 
limit. Last night's issue of the Var- 
sity was' put out by the regular staff, 
ah undercurrent of dissension being 
apparent.

In the' meantime the status of 
the score or. more students recently 
banned from social, political and 
athletic privileges. for. a year will 
remain unchanged. .

The state- -, 
ment expressed her thanks to the So- 
clety for Its resolution of sympathy.-

return of Betty Elliott to the execu- 
tive was announced. '- ; 

The Symposium was opened by the ; \ 
Professorial Critic, represented by Dr. : 
Fulton. He dwelt upon the necessity . 
of criticism. of modern life, arguing.:, 
that the- destructive element of. crltP>,f^ 
clsm. was Indispensable in the search 
for truth. "No field of human thought; , 
can escape the purifying fire of criti- 
cism." 

The. Scientific point-of-vlew was . 
then presented by Dr. Hendel, inter- 
preting the role of, the. Biologist. The 
Improvement of the species must, form 
the basis for progress. Following him, 1 
the Cynic present among the assembly, 
launched 'an attack against all schenr~ 
for human betterment. "All thoug 
is useless," he characteristically.' 
argued, "because it presupposes condi- 
tions which cannot be realized." : ; 

This point-of-vlew was fervently 
tacked by the Poetess, Betty El! 
Life did contain much beauty, ar 
study of the past should help , 
appreciate the future.

ONCE again the freedom of the College 
press seems to be endangered in view 
of the recent occurrences at Varsity which 
have culminated in the resignation and 
dismissal of Arthur Cochrane, the Editor- 
in-Chief of the Varsity, the college " news- 
paper. The trend of events there follows 
very closely the epic occurrences which 
happened at McGill two years ago, and 
which also were the direct outcome of a 
beer story. 

The crux of the present trouble at 
Toronto centres about an editorial writ- 
ten on the proposed scheme for the sale 
of beer throughout the province, suggest- 
ing â referendum be taken on the matter; 
there was also a series of interviews, and 
opinions on the subject offered by many 
people prominent in different walks of 
life. The intention of the Editor was 
obviously to present the situation in a 
straightforward, and impartial manner, 
and as such it cannot be anything but 
■heartily commended. 

On what grounds the Students' Ad T 
ministrative Council acted, are by no 
made clear in any of the dispatches 
ve receivéd. Whether they objected 
fact that beer, articles dealing with 
it, etcetera are -not fit material to be 
written about in a college newspaper; or 
whether \they regarded the matter as one 
delving in an unwarranted manner into 
p • incial politics, is not specified. 

1 Jndoubte<jly the S.A.C. has the power 
J'.and' "Kay question any editorial policy of 
V the Varsity.' The fact that they have this 
power does not seem to us in any way to 
warrant a supervision of the Varsity 
policy ad infinitum. Should the S.A.C. 
disagree with the Editor and the Manag- 
ing Board on a matter of policy, they may 
pass a resolution asking them to alter 
their policy, and if they decline to do so, 
then they may dismiss the Managing 
Board; subsequently they are then at 
liberty to appoint a board that will give 
Affect to the policy they wish to be carried 
<iut.\ It is absolutely impossible to carry 
on a paper with any degree of success, 
• interest, or satisfaction if every five 
.nujnutes 4 the S.A.C. or any other body, is 
rgoing to poke its finger into' every little

eighteenth century 
William Wordsworth and Samuel Coleridge were 
working together on a , portentous book- of : verse. 
During these same years; away, in Vienna, a young 
man in his twenties was learning to 'write music. 
Coincident ' with the publication of the 'Lyrical 
Ballads,' our young musician, who called himself 
Van Beethoven, sat down to write a symphony. 

The form was at his disposal already. Every- 
one agreed that our .musician's, own teacher, who 
was known as 'Papa Haydn,' had -brought the 
symphony to its highest possible perfection. An 
ordinary person would have seen little for- it, but 
to concoct a series of agreeable tunes, work them 
out, and piece them together after Haydn's pattern. 
But Mr. Beethoven was not an ordinary person. We 
can see his penetrating eyes betray a twinkle, as 
he takes pen and paper in hand. He thinks of the 
pompous and. polished Viennese critics, and their 
reverence for the proper and the "polite. He chooses 
the' key of C, as appropriate for a first attempt. But 
that characteristic twinkle . bright ens, at he Jots 
down a loud discord in the key of P. By the third 
bar, he Is in O; and a challenge is sounded to the 
'century of concentration.' 

What follows in Beethoven's 'first symphony 
shows little radical variation from -the method of 
Haydn and Mozart, for it is not until his third 
symphony that our revolutionist really hits his 
stride. There are, nevertheless, sections in this first 
work which indicate an original conception of what 
a symphony can do. First of. all, there is the open- 
ing introduction, which may sound rather tame 
nowadays and is not particularly well orchestrated, 
but which was the height of devili? in 1800. Then 
there ure various little touches of instrumentation,, 
such as allowing the drum to play solos in the 
middle of a stately slow movement. Most impor- 
tant of all is the slow movement which although 
labelled 'Minuet to,' sounds no more like an eigh- 
teenth century minuet than does the 'Rhapsody 
in Blue.' Years before the sage Papa Haydn had 
said,' "I wish someone would show us how to write 
a new minuet." In this little number of his pupils 
he certainly got it. The finale "opens with a brief 
passage which sounds like a baseball pitcher warm* 
ing up. At the eighth bar he leaps at thé theme, 
•which starts off as fast as it can go. 

This little symphony, the shortest of the nine, 
is a marvel of pep and cheery dash from, start to 
finish. It would probably have remained a favourite 
even if Beethoven had died in 1800, : ,which (and we 
are glad of It) he did not do. In spite of all that 
followed, the first symphony stands on its own 
merits, and as a fading echo of musical classicism. 
It is young and cheerful yet; indeed, it opens our 
symphonic season next Sunday evenin

The Orchestra Resumes 

■jyEXT SUNDAY EVENING, at 9.00 p.m., in His 
Majesty's Theatre, the Montreal Orchesttâ opens 
its fifth season, and gives its 87th concert. The 
time of thp concert has been changed from Sunday 
afternoons to Sunday evenings, in response to 
popular demand. The success of the change will 
soon be seen. 

It is four years since a gro.up,.of unemployed 
musicians gathered themselves together to earn a 
little much-needed money, and asked Dean Clarke 
to conduct them at a concert, in the Orpheum 
Theatre. The,, concert was held; but more Impor- 
tant than that for both the players and for Mont- 
real, Mr. Clarke ' grew very . interested in this 
spontaneously gathered, group, arid consented to 
become their permanent and honorary leader. The 
four years have passed, and Mr. Olarke Is still with 
them. In spite of his duties as dean of the Mcdlll 
Conservatorlum, he has poured into the welding of 
the orchestra a tremendous amount of labour. When 
the news of the Orchestra's- founding was first 
noised abroad, Leopold Stokowskl Is reported to 
have said that this was the most important musical 
step which had been taken in Canada for many 
years. Mr. Clarke undoubtedly felt this too, for he 
has stuck with the ship through some very thin 
times. We hope that this season brings many a full 
house to justify the faith and work of conductor, 
players and friends. 

Sunday's concert brings us the honour of the 
first American 'appearance of Paul Wittgenstein. 
.Next week Mr. Wittgenstein procèdes to Boston, to 
'ï>lay with the Boston Symphony at the opening con- 
cert there;- This pianist had the misfortune' to, lose 
an arm on the Russian front during the war, and 
then to go to Siberia as a prisoner on top of that. 
Fortunately, as he says himself, It wns à right arm. 
There is a good deal of music written for the' left

Worthwhile concertos. A few "years ago, however, 
Maurice Ravel promised to write one for him', and ! 

The result is said to be j 
a remarkable composition, in that in it Ravel really j 
lets himself go, and. actually expresses a wealth of 1 
sentiniènt. Ravel has never been noted' as a 'warm' 
composer, but rather as a well-disciplined thinker 
in tone," So the news that we are about bo hear a ' 
Ravel of a new sort should arouse further interest 
In Sunday's programme.
